Applicant's amendment proposes to amend the claims to reflect "from about 5 to about 8 
mol% of a stabilizer". In the independent claims, the zirconia is present in an amount of at least 91 
wt%. The amendment does not allow the constituents to add up to 100 wt%, and is therefore 
indefinite. 

Regarding Bruce, the reference clearly teaches ranges of yttria and lanthana which overlap 
with those of the instant claims. Specifically, paragraph 0023 describes a TBC having 1-10 wt% 
yttria, and about 0.1-4 wt% lanthana, which upon conversion overlaps with the instant ranges.
